"Deke Mr Editor,— 
- Perhaps a few remarks on the sport to.

waterway during the cold weather, On 
Wednesday mofning, the 17th November? 
my- friend, Mr Swift (an old Shinghai 
aport) and I left. Hongkong, with 8 
fair breeze’ in .that.“noblo 80-ton card- 
board craft called: the Wing Tong, towing 
a largo lighter loaded with kerosine, and 
fully anticipated: being in Wuchan 250 
miles distant—the next night or the follow- 
ing morning. : , 
However, as -bad-luck would hayo it, wo 
encountered the Ins! blow’of the season, 
and ran into ‘a North-East galo after pass- 
ing Lantau islund, and finding the cargo 
knocking the sides of the little vessel out AB: 
‘sho rolled in the” heivy ‘seaway, and “tho 
lighter dancing qbout and threatening to 
jumnp on top of us as it wildly chivied the 
Inunch, wo wore forced to put back for 
shelter, and lay off the extreme ehd of the 
aboyo island for twenty-four houys, along 


with a number of weathor-bound junks, 
shaken up continually by terrific squalls 
which howled down the mountain sides, ac- 


companied by torrents of rain, 
We ‘started again at noon the next day, 


and, passing a couple of waterlogged junks, 
“iched Macao in due course, where we en- 
ved the West River, Calling ea rotte at 
Kutn-chuk, Sam-shui, Shiu-hing, Tek-king 
for passengers, we reached our destination 
Wuchau at 5.30 pam, on Saturday—four 

days out, : ie 
The journey up tho river is very enjoy- 
able, and well worth undertaking, even if 
the voyigeur cannct afford the time to 
loiter,—pretty little villages nestle in the 
tayines, clumps of bambvv trees, &e., lino 
the banks; anlthe heights ato covered with 
firs, and bracken &c.; the gorges through 
which the rivor raceg* aro very fine, 
onpecially by moonlight, and the shrill 
whistle of the launch echoes again in the 
surrounding hills, which tower away in 
inusses. straight from the water's edge. All 
sorta of curious craft wo mot, armed with 
cannon, and one in’particular put mo in 
Hind . of pictures of ‘African chiefs on the 
warpath, as you meet a long narrow canoe 
men 


In tho reaches . above 
hours distant from Macuo—we saw any 
number of teal, geese, cranes, Kc., foeding 
in the marshes, and, indeed, all the way op 
the river p ssed plenty of wild-fowl. We 
also heard shots among the reods as we 
steamed along probably from*native sporta- 
men intent on supplying the Hongkong 
market. : 

After transacting our business at Wuchay 
the next day, we engaged s large mandarin 
barge, decorated jrofusely in Chinese 
fashivu, and, transferring. our. stores, 
dropped down the river slowly, sclecting 
tho most likely-looking. valloys for .sport 
in-this-contiraous~mountainous~co 5 
The vegetation on the hill sides, and 
especially in tho ravines, wea ick, and 
the gamo therefore all the more difficult to 
yet atin such cover. However, when the 
birds were bagged, they proved to bd ret 
marksbly fins, splendid copper pheasants 
(Shaan-Kai) as big as turkeys more or 
lesg, threo or fonr different sorta of part. 
ridye (Oké-Koo) one kind being beautifully 
plumaged in black and white ; quail (Om- 
Shuun); woadeock-(no Chinese name) &, 
‘Tho pheasants particularly wore very wild, 
running in the thick undergrowth for hun- 
dreds of yarda as ‘if the deuce was after 
them, and then rising auddenly with a loud 
whirr and going away like the wind. We 
had excellent dogs, and but fur theso 
should have fated-badiy;as it was so-dif- 
ficult for them ‘to pick up and follow the 


dogs over the rough ground proved splen- 
did and exhilarating exercise in the cool 
and dry atmosphere that prevailed. 

Tt is said there are deer in these districts; 
and certainly the country is most suitable 
for then, but wo nover saw auy evidence 
to confirm this report, 

Foxos, civet cats, and snakes thereare, 
and doubtless thess arerasponsible tu'a great 
extent in provonting the game from becom: 
ing too sbundant. The mountainous state 
of the country, and consequent lack of food 
has also to be taken inte account, but thers 
are quité enough birds to afford gaod sport, 
Now. aod, again i y ing, 
at wild ducl'tan_bo obtained on the rivor, 
but after leaving the delta ee is not 
much feeding ground for wild foi. 

—@nipe were’ altogether absent, though » 
few often remain over th» winfer,huhy 
the spring thay are very plentiful, and ex> 
cellent and easy practicé can be. obtained 
whilst walking through the mulberry fields, 
This plant just now is represented by bare 
twies as high aa one's head, but in tha 
sprirg these era cut. down to the ground, 
and the new shoots then produce luscious 
Teares. eo 

Tho. villagers were very good-natured, 
never making the slightest objection to our 
walking through the cultivated land, and in 
maby instances they shewed us where game 

Jwas most likely to be. found. We oi 
deavoured ‘to create guod feeling and 
amusement by now and ogain making the 
children scramble for ten-cent pieces, in 
pltoeg-whore they had never been in touch 
with'& foreigner before, but, of course, this 
sort of thing has ite drawbacks.:. ;.- 

Tho rice was just being gathered in, bo! 
when this. is no longer to be obtaiued, the 
hitds- will hava to worry round for their 

daily sustenancs. more,.-and should, there- 
fore, he more in evidences.” Our exparience 
was that they ‘dame dawn to the rica fields 
early in the morning,.dlied theircrops, end 
then retired to hi; aod among the 
cover to digest.it,” Agother delectable dich 
with them is sweet potatoes, which are oul- 
tivated on the face ofthe hills, © >t .

Again moving on, we tied up alongside a 
village on tho same bank. called Har Wai, 
nearly opposite Little Yuet Sing, as it is 
called, und had moderato luck.
